TOKIO, Feb. 14.—The announcement 
that the United States will grant its 
minimum tariff rates to Japan, which 
was communicated to the Foreign Of- 
fice by American Ambassador O’Brien 
and published in all the newspapers, 
has been received by the commercial 
interesta of the empire with the live- 
liest satisfaction. 
It was stated at the Office 
today that the government never had 
doubted that the United States would 
thus reciprocate, proving to the world 
that America desired the best of trade 
relations with this country. 
The leading newspapers comment 
conservatively upon the action of the 
Committee on Immigration of the 
House of Representatives in unanim- 
ously voting to report favorable the 
Hayes exclusion bill. They express 
the conviction that Congress will not 
pase the measure, which, while not 
mentioning Japan, nevertheless would 
prevent subjects of the Emperor from 
exercising the treaty rights which the 
Japanese government practicaily 
waived without convention out of con- 
sideration for the wishes of the peo- 
ple of the Pacific Coast of the United 
States, two years ago.

NE INDICTMENT 
BY GRAND JURY. 


First Action Taken ty Investiga- 

tors Who Have Eeen Probing Cir- 
| cumstances Surrounding Baby 
Farms in This City—No Arrest 
Made Up to This Morning. 


On account of the interest the grand 
jury has taken in “baby hospitais” 
recently, there was wild speculation 
that the investigation had borne fruit 
in that line, when the foreman hand- 
ed an indictment to Judge Wilbur, 
late yesterday. 

This is the first finding of the jury 
since it was impapeled more than five 
weeks ago, and caused considerable 
surprise because it was not expected 
that there would be any indictments 
at this time. 

According to rumors which were set 
afloat soon after the report was made, 
a certain doctor residing in the west- 
ern part of the city is named in the 


indictment. He is said to have per- 
formed a criminal operation on a 
woman. 


The jury filed into Judge Wilbur's 
courtroom shortly after 4 o'clock. The 
foreman went up and handed a paper 
to the judge. The magistrate read it, 
then turned to his cierk and | said: 
“Issue a warrant and keep the con- 
tents secret until the arrest is made.” 

The warrant was given to deputy 
sheriffs to serve. When they went out 
they expected to have their prisoner 
in than an hour. is presumed 
that the object of their searcn is 
either out of the city or is in hiding, 
as they had nat taken any one to jail 
up to-an early hour this morning.

ONE EASY WAY. 

An easy way to settle the Mormon 
Island site is pointed out by an attor- 
ney familiar with the tideland litiga- 
tion which involves the location the 
Union company officials selected, and 
which is now in dispute In the courts. 
The charter forbids the selling, leas- 
ing or other disposition of water-front 
lands or tidelands owned by the city. 
As the city does not own all of Mor- 
mon Isiand, having title only to 
eignteen acres at the north end, which 
is not a part of the industrial site, the 
Union company might make terms 
with the Bannings and the city, and 
the city could then reiinquish its claim 
to that portion allotted under lease 
to the Union company. 

This would mean, practically, that | 
the Union company might buy out 
both the city and the nnings, the 
rival claimants of the site, and who 
are now in the beginning of what 
promises to be a long legal battle for 
possession. Should that battle last 
for years, the interests of both the 
city and the Bannings would be in 
peril, and perhaps the victory would 
be a hollow one for either in the end.

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E PROOF OF THE PUDDING. 

Missouri Democrats are showing the country 
at large the workings of certain political fads. The 
three professors engaged in this “campaign of edu- 
cation” are former Gov. Folk, Gov. Hadley and 
Senator Stone, irreverently referred to as “Gum- 
shoe Bill.” Folk wanted to be Senator, and so did 
Stone. The memory of man runneth not to the 
contrary as to any time when these two great 
leaders of Democratic thought and professors of 
reform were not in ardent pursuit of some office, 
high or low. Folk ought to have had the office by 
all rules of reform politics. He is a past ‘master 
of statistics, as shown in a lecture in Los Angeles 
some months ago as to the amount of wealth Adam 
would have won had he not eaten of that fatal 
apple upon the fated day and so incurred the sting 
of sin which is death. If he had, gone on in an 
immortal career at fair wages, by this time Mr. 
Folk figures out that he would be the possessor of 


quite a “competency.” Mr. Folk’s arithmetic also 


shows how little the greatest Reformer of all was 
paid for His work, but he failed to show how he 
himself, a far-away and humbler follower of the 
lowly Nazarene, flourished on reform doctrine. As 
a reformer he is many necks ahead of his 
and successful rival, Gumshoe Bill. 

Folk trumped up the direct primaty in his 
State and went before the people upon that plan 
to land himself in the United States Senate. It 
was a great, sure and purifying reform in politics. 
No machine could it; no boss could live under 
it. Only the pure in heart (like former Gov. Folk) 
could hope to see a seat in the United States Sen- 
ate under this great reform principle of the direct 
primary. | 

The law was passed and the principle put into 
action. The gumshoe one went softly through the 


alleys and thoroughfares of St. Louis and Kansas | 


City while the statistical reformer on the wages of 
Adam and Jesus of Nazareth went out into the 
‘highways and byways of rural Missouri to get 
votes. Both worked the direct primary. Mr. Folk 
carried about 75 per cent. of the Assembly dis- 
triets of the State; but the gum-shoe one, treading 
as if walking upon eggs and making no echoes, in 
the 25 per cent. of the Assembly districts centering 
in the great cities of Missouri got a larger popular 
vote than Reformer Folk and so retained the toga. 

Now arises Mr. Folk, the author of the direct 
primary law in Missouri, who got the principle 
made active in his State by promising all Mis- 
sourians that machines would be taken to pieces 
and bosses buried out of sight if only his fad was 
made a practice; and by his side comes Gov. Had- 
ley, both of them splitting the air roaring that 
Bill Stone won by chieanery, fraud and all sorts, 
types and sizes of political dishonesty in spite of 
the wonderful direct primary law. 

The Missourians apparently never get tired of 
being shown. Folk as an aspirant for the United 


States Senate showed them to his own and their 


satisfaction that the direct primary would end 
bosses and break up machines. The machine ran 
smoothly, oiled by the new law, and the bosses. 
flourish like a green bay tree or a green bay horse 
under the shadow of its protecting wings. Now 
Mr. Folk must show his Missouri friends that he 
was wrong before, and that Gumshoe Bill is wear- 
ing the toga unrighteously, unfairly, illegally, and 
all in spite of the wonderful direct primary law. 
The Missourians must be a patient people if 
they can be shown one political road yesterday, an- 
other today and still another tomorrow, and go on

OVERNMENT PRINTING OFFICE. 
The government printing office at Washing- 
ton is one of the most elaborately equipped print 
shops in the world. It is the easiest thing on 
earth for any patentee or manufaeturer to sell to 
this institution any new device he has invented or 
made. It seems to be another thing to get them 


to work properly. The printing office has cost the . 


people of the United States millions. It has al! 
sorts of Jabor-saving devices which never save any 
labor. It is not only one of the most elaborate 
shops in the world, but from all accounts it is one 
of the dearest. It has been charged over and over 
again and not disproved that it costs the govern- 


ment more per em to set type than any large . 


establishment under private management pays— 
mere per page to print matter and more per vol- 
ume to bind it. 

The independent printers of the country are out 
in a hostile campaign against the government for 
printing return cardg on the corners of stamped 
envelopes for use by individuals, epiporations and 
copartnerships. It is alleged by the printers that 
it is an invasion of their rights by the Federal gov- 
ernment, an interference with their business. It is 
also said to be done at greater expense than the 
work could be had performed by independent 
printers. 

The demand for the cessation of this work by 
the printing office at Washington embraces thous- 
ands and tens of thousands of names. No doubt 
a great many of them have been very clamorous in 
times past for political reforms, and probably many 
are ardent advocates of government ownership of 
this, that and the other. It is strange how a man’s 
principles leak out through holes in his pocket. We 
take the liberty of predicting that whenever and 
wherever the government enters into competition 
with the people in their own business there will 
always be a strong revulsion of feeling, just as in 
this case about the government becoming a busi- 
ness concern. 

There is a good deal to be said against the gov- 
ernment doing this, or any other work that natu- 
rally belongs to the sphere of private endeavor. 
The people pay for every letter of type, for every 
pound of ink used, and for every hour of labor de- 
voted to the printing of these cards upon envelopes. 
All the people for it, and but few of the people 
get anything fae Nearly all the benefit goes to 
large concerns, to corporate wealth and all the 
other forms in which property is held that are so 
unpopular with so many citizens. 

The chief objection raised by those who are in 
this effort to have a bil) passed forbidding the gov- 
ernment to perform this service forthe few, and 
the chief reason given for the high eest of work

under the absolute control and dictation of the 
Typographical Union of the United States. If 
labor-union politics control the national printery 
we need not be surprised that its work costs dear. 
We need not be surprised if told that it is badly 
done, and are no more surprised to learn that pol- 
icies prevail there which are not for the benefit of 
the great mass of the people, but where these ben- 
efits accrue to corporations and other forms of 
business enterprise condemned by the walking del- 
egate and the labor-union leaders. 

It is a strange thing that politicians should lend 
themselves to such a practical abuse as this. Why 
should the government of the United States in 
any of its institutions, in effect, write over the 
doors: “Only union labor need apply here?” Why 
should the government exclude from an opportu- 
nity of earning a ‘ivelihood nine-tenths of the 
working people of the country? Where is it that pol- 
iticians reap a benefit from lending themselves to 
such hostility against nine men in favor of one? 
No wonder there is a hostile campaign against the 
government print shop. The wonder is that this 
hostility is not more widespread and does not take 
on an even more aggressive form than it does. It 


would be just as well for politicians to learn that 


for the ene vote labor unions have to give there are 
twenty they cannot control. It.would be just as 
well for them to learn that in this as in many other 
things honesty is the best policy, and that there is 
more political influence to be gotten from doing the 
right thing for the multitude than by doing the 
wrong thing for the few. 


UTOMOBILE THIEVES. 

It appears that throughout the country there 
ig an epidemic of automobile thievery. In Los An- 
geles alone there were no less than sixteen cases 
of this species of theft reported to the police in 
one night. A survey of our exchanges shows that 
other cities are equally pestered. 

There was a time when the automobile was 
merely a rich man’s plaything, but the situation is 
now entirely different. The automobile of today is 
not only a convenience, but an actual necessity. 
People who are far from wealthy use motor cars 
as well for the needs of their business as for their 
pleasure, Many a man who once owned and made 
use of a horse and buggy now uses an automobile 
instead. Yet if sixteen horses were stolen in one 
night in a city there would probably be a great 
deal of talk about organizing a vigilance com- 
mittee. 

The trouble is that the punishment for the theft 
of motors is not sufficiently severe. If the thief is 
caught and it be proved that he was merely taking 
a “joy ride” at another man’s expense he would 
be punished merely as having committed a misde- 
meanor, although his act may have resulted in con- 
siderable loss to the owner of the machine. For 
the fact is that in nearly every instance where ma- 
chines have been thus appropriated the offenders do 
great damage to them, frequently breaking the 
engines, injuring the tires and stealing the parts 
as well as the tools. 

Some of these festive young men who are appar- 
ently making it a habit to take their “lady” friends 
riding in automobiles that belong to some one else 
will have to be taught a lesson. Automobiles are 
property and the injury of them must be regarded 
in the same light as injuries to any other kind of 
property. Moreover, it is a species of cheap mean- 
ness that ought to carry with it a particular pun- 
ishment. 

If it be that when some wandering Willie takes 
it into his head to visit a neighboring town that 
all he need do is to appropriate some man’s automo- 
bile and go, leaving the machine by the roadside 
when he is through with it, for the owner to re- 
cover the property as best he may, what incentive 
will there be for any one to own an automobile? 
The situation 1s exasperating. Yet we see no way 
to help matters but to insist upon a more stringent 
law to cover the case,

DRINKABLES IMPORTED.

One hundred and seventeen million dollars of 
imported tea, coffee and cacao (cocoa) was con- 
sumed in this country in 1909, an increase of 
$44,000,000 worth in only ten years, figures the, 


Bureau of Statistics; O. P. Austin, Chief. That | 


is a larger total combined consumption of these 
useful beverages than is made by any other country.

In average import prices cacao (cocda,) crude, 


declined from 13.7 cents per pound in 1899 to 11 
cents in 1999: and still wines in casks from 68.9 
cents per gallon to 47.6 per cent. On the other 
hand, the average import price of coffee increased 
from 6.4 cents per nd in 1899 to 7.6 cents in 
1909; of distilled spirits, from $1.37 per gallon to 
$1.76; of champagne, from $14.42 per dozen quarts 
to $16.35; and that of tea, from 12.5 cents per 
pound in 1899 to 15.8 cents in 1909. 

South America supplies the bulk of the coffee 
and cacao, Asia most of the tea, and Europe most 
of the wines and liquors. which we import. 

The supplying percentages in 1909 of coffee were 
Brazil, 81; Central America, 3°; Mexico, 2%, and 
the entire. East Indies, less than 10 per cent. 

The British West Indies lead in cacao, followed 
by the other West Indies, Brazil, other South 
America, Portugal and the East Indies. 

Forty-two per cent. of our tea comes from Japan, 
32% per cent. from China, 11% per cent. from 
a i tg and 8% per cent. from the East 

ndies, 

Great Britain sends us 34 per cent. of the dis- 
tilled spirits imported; France, 29%, and Canada, 
9 per cent. “Old Scotch” and “Canadian Club” 
whiskies are still very popular in this country. 

Nearly all of the imported cham (96 per 
cent.) came from France. In still wines we buy, 
in order as named, from Germany, France, Italy, 
other Europe, and Japan. 

The United States is the world’s largest coffee 
consumer, Germany, Netherlands, France, Belgium 
and Austria-Hungary being next in the order 
named. In tea, Great Britain leads, followed by 
Russia, the United States, Australia and Canada. 

Our per capita consumption of coffee is steadi 
increasing, while that of tea remains almost sta- 
tionary. The figures are: Coffee, from 9.16 
pounds per capita in 1889 to 11.74 pounds in 1909; 
of tea we have just the same per capita consump- 
tion, 1.29 pounds, as we had a score of years ago.

WORRIED MAN. 
RESULT OF ELECTIONS 
| DOESN'T SUIT HIM.

LONDON, Feb. 2.—Probably there is 
no more worried man in England to- 
day than King Edward, and no one 
who knows the situation in which he 
finds himeelf can deny thet he has 
ample cause for worry. Things have 
not been going right with him at all 
and he is really in a most difficult 
pos‘tion. 
To begin with, there is the result of 
the election. The King was very an- 
gry at the Lords when they threw out 
the budget some monthe ago ard so 
precipitated a constitutional crisis. 
Edward, who is a very sensible man, 
has laid down for himeelf the rule 
that he must never betray in The 
slightest degree any predilect'on he 
may have in secret for one or the 
other of the great English political 
parties. His theory is that he is King 
of the whole English people, and not 


always refrained seduious!y from mix- 
ing in home politics, while he has at 
the same time taken a keen interest 
; and a very active part in foreign af- 
fairs. 

Now, however, it begins to look us if 
he would have to take a hand in home 
| affairs, and what displeases him most 
ahout this is that the country has 
given him no decided lead. The two 
Great parties in the estate, excluding 
for the moment the Irish Nationalists 
and the labor party, have come 
just about equal. Fadward would have 
preferred greatly to see ¢éither party 
in an overwhelming majority. It 
would not have mattered to him 
which party won so long as the pre- 
ponderance was great enough, for 
then he could have taken the position 
that the people had shown him cilearty 
what they wanted. 

The reason he is compelled to make 
the choice now is the fact that one of 
the great qtlestions on which the elec- 
tion turned is the position of the 
House of Lords, and the final word in 
regard to its future rests with the 
King. Only he can effectually ciip 
their wings and he must make the 
choice within a few weeks. If Prime 
Minister Asquith demands from him 
” guarantee that he will create enough 
new peers to swamp the present House 
and create a Libera! majority pledged 
to make it commit suicide, and he 
refuses he wil] Se faced at once with 
an outery from all the Liberals and 
Radicals in the country—and apper- 
ently they are about half the popuie- 
tion—that he is supporting the aristoc- 
racy and the landed and moneyed in- 
terests against the common le.

On the other hand, 
Lord Knollys, Edward's private secre- 
tary, is a man ef whose prudence and 
judgment he thinks a great deal and 
Lord Knolleys is reputed to be an ex- 
treme Radical in politics, although, of 
course, he is sarred by his position 
from taking an active part in political 
affairs.
